John E. Brownlee, attorney general, 
is the new premier and leader of the 
U.F.A. government, being sworn in 
to the new position by Lieut.Govern- 
or Dr. William Egbert at 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 


No new ministers were added to the 
cabinet with the retirement of Mr. 
Greenfield. Premier Brownlee will 
carry on as attorney general; George 
Hoadley, minister of health and agri- 
culture, takes over the provincial sec- 
retaryship held by Mr. Brownlee; R. 
G. Reid takes over the position as 
minister of municipal affairs, a port- 
folio he relinquished to Mr. Greenfield 
some months ago. 


Mr. Greenfield will go into no other 
public position. He will continue to 
represent Peace River in the legisla- 
ture for the present, but is undecided 
whether to resign when the present 
legislature expires or not, 


With the private U.F.A. members of 
the house on hand for a continuation 
of the caucus which was adjourned 
Saturday, Mr. Brownlee hesitated to 
accept the premiership. 


Mr. Greenfield sent a personal ap- 
peal to Mr. Brownlee, urging him to 
accept and expressing his utmost con- 
fidence in the loyalty of the attorney 
general which had been evidenced so 
strongly during the last four years. 
At this point Mr. Brownlee yielded, 
and notified the waiting roomful of 
members that he wold take over the 
government leadership. 

br. Egbert was summoned and in a 
short time the change was made. 
Premier Brownlee immediately went 
back into caucus with the govern- 
ment members, and Mr. Greenfield 
went up town, looking decidedly 
more cheerful over the situation than 
did Mr. Brownlee. 


The caucus continued until 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon during which 
time the future policies of the admin- 
istration were discussed and the new 
premier outlined his views on a num- 
ber of important matters. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Brownlee will ser- 
jously consider a “broadening out” 
policy, but to what extent and with 
what effect on the future policy of 
the government, remains to be devel- 
oped as time approaches for another 
and the final session of the legisla- 
ture, 

The following statement by Premier 
Brownlee was given out at 11 o'clock 
last night: 

“It is with deep regret and ex: 
treme reluctance that I have accepted 
the position of president of the exe- 
cutive council. The personal relation- 
ship developed during my four years’ 
association with Mr. Greenfield, and 
my regard for his fine personal qual- 
ities, and his devotion to the duties 
of his office have made it very hard 
for me to contemplate his retirement 
from the position he has held since 
1921, 

“This is not the time to review the 
policies which have engaged the at- 
tention of the administration, and 
which it will be my effort to promote, 
other than to say my first concern 
will be to press to a satisfactory con- 
clusion the policy of economy and re- 
duction in the cost of government 
which has engaged the attention of 
the administration since assuming of: 
fice, Ata later and appropriate time 
I will outline the general policies I 
believe to be necessary for the healthy 
development of our provincial life. 

“For the present no change will be 
made in the personnel of the cabinet. 
The department of municipal affairs 
will be temporarily assumed by Mr. 
Reid, who formerly was minister of 
that department, while the depart- 
ment of provincial secretary will be 
assumed by Mr. Hoadley. 

“Believing that in a province so 
essentially dependent upon agriculture 
the interests of city, town and coun- 
try in all fundamental problems are 
identical, I request the cooperation 
of all citizens, rural and urban, in an 
effort to promote unity and harmony 
of purposo in our provincial thought.” 

While some changes have been 
made in the new cabinet, no changes 
jn personnel haye been made, neither 
{gs theye a new attorney general 
named to replace Premier Brownlee. 

The new cabinet as now named is 
as follows:

Premier Greenfield, as one of his 
last official acts, prepared a state- 
ment for the press which reads ag 
follows: 

“T had not been a candidate in the 
election and was strongly disinclined 
to enter public life, but in response 
to the unanimous request, verbally 
expressed by every member, I consent- 
ed to accept the position, subsequent- 
ly forming the present government, 
which assumed office on August 13, 
1921. 

“Latterly it has become increasing- 
ly evident that there is not the full 
accord between the supporters of the 
government in the legislature and 
myself, which is essential to the suc- 
cessful continuation of any adminis- 
tration. 

“We are now rapidly approaching 
the time when the administration 
must make its appeal for a further 
mandate from the people. In fairness 
to my successor in office and to give 
him the opportunity of forming his 
own: plans for the election, I have de- 
cided to tender my resignation to his 
honor the lieutenant governor.”

WHOLE EMPIRE 
MOURNS DEATH 
QUEEN MOTHER 


Sandringham, Eng., Noy. 21.—Brit- 
ain’s “fairy queen” is dead. Stricke 
with heart disease Thursday morning, 
almost on the eve of her eighty-first 
birthday, Queen Mother Alexandra 
passed away at 5.25 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, with her son, King George 
V., Queen Mary and sorrowing mem- 
bers of the royal family at her bed- 
side, 

Thus died the radiantly beautiful 
Danish princess who captivated Eng- 
land 62 years ago when she came to 
be the bride of the then Prince of 
Wales and who held the empire’s love 
and reverence through three genera- 
tions as the Princess of Wales, as 
Edward's VII's queen, and then as tha 
queen mother, 

There was a poignant note of trag- 
edy in the final drama of Queen Alex: 
andra’s long life, for her favorite 
grandchild, the Prince of Wales, was 
not among those at her bedside, His 
special train, feeling its way through 
the fog, which knows no respect for 
princes or paupers in England, arrived 
at Sandringham a few minutes after 
the end came, The heir to the throne 
never saw his grandmother alive af- 
ter the visit he made to greet her Just 
after his return from his South A\fri- 
can and South American tour, 

The grief-stricken prinee, accom- 
panied by his brother, the Duke of 
York, went from the little station «at 
Sandringham, where the stationmeas- 
ter broke the news to him, to the 
royal house of mourning, Sandring- 
ham House, which a heavy pall of 
fog had wrapped in’ a melancholy 
shroud, 

Last night the villagers of Sand- 
ringham and its adjoining hamlets 
and the country folk of the royal es- 
tates are lamenting the death of the 
womanly queen who endeared herself 
to her subjects in her adopted country 
in a measure unprecedented in Eng- 
lish history, 

Once she was a poor little princess, 
as princesses go, but she loved the 
fairy stories of her native Denmark 
and her life was much like one of 
them. She grew to be a most beauti- 
ful young girl and was romantically 
wooed and wed by a prince from Eng- 
land. And in the fullness of time, the 
“Sea King's Daughter from Over the 
Sea,” as Tennyson sang of her, sat 
on the throne beside her king. 

She Hved long and happily, and died 
bequeathing memories of a personal- 
ity as fragrant with lovable memor- 
ies as that of any queen in history,

MORE THAN FOUR 
MILLION BUSHELS

The Canadian Pacific have loaded 
more than 4,000,000 bushels of grain 
during the past week at various points 
in Alberta, according to figures given 
out by the company here on Satur- 
day.

This is owing to the 
large number of cars at the sidings, 
which did not come under this em- 
bargo, Practically 450,000 bushels 
were inspected on Friday and about 
a similar quantity will pass through 
the hands of the inspection depart- 
ment on Saturday. The wheat that 
is arriving still shows as large a per- 
centage of toughness as has been the 
case during the past few weeks.—Cal- 
gary Herald,

$4,000,000 for the educational, mis- 
sionary, and benevolent work of the 
United Church of Canada.
